sand copies of licentious prints and 
photographs; and nearly as many 
vile circulars, catalogues, poems, 
and songs, besides bixty-one thou- 
sand articles for licentious uses. 
These enormous seizures show vrhat 
is the horrible traffic in obscene pub- 
lications. The business has been go- 
ing on for years unchecked. These 
tons of books, and pictures, and 
stereotype plates imply capital, aud 
enterprise, and large profits. Aud 
such has been the immunity with 
which the business has been con- 
ducted, that one printer In New 
York is declared to have printed 
more than 140,000 of these infamous 
books in four years, and tons of the 
stereotype plates from which they 
were printed have been seized and 
melted up. 


THR WACO PABMKNGKRS. 


It is now doubted whether—as was 


first stated and supposed—any of the 
passengers of the steamer City of
